nre annually recorded in the United 
Stales. 


The department of commerce is co- 


operating with various business com- 
mittees throughout the country in the 
holding of conferences in

known as Management week, stariins 
next Monday. Ever since 1921 when 
the Hoover committee on the elimin- 
ation of waste brought in a report 
that the responsibility for 50 per cent 
of the waste was on management and 
only 25 per cent on labor there has 
been a growing recognition that infor- 
mation on sound management is an 
essential to business success. 


Of the 135,000 business failures from 


1Q20 to 1927, inclusive, with total lia- 
bilities of more than three and a half 
billions of dollars, it is estimated by 
statistical authorities that "incompe- 
tence"' is the cause ot 35 per cent of 
the cases and that "lack of capital" is 
the reason for 
33 per 
cent more. 


Causes for the other 32 per cent are 
scattered among "inexperience." "ex- 
travagance," 
"speculation,"' 
"fraud" 


6 C MAKE STUDY OF METHODS 


Insofar as "incompetence"- express- 


es a. defect in managerial ability,, ef- 
forts are made to overcome it by in- 
tensive study and application of meth- 
ods that have helped others to suc- 
cess. Oftentimes "lack of capital" is 
really due to the 
tieing- up of too 


much money in slow moving 
mer- 


chandise. 
Simplified practice is in- 


tended to help the business man cut 
down his inventory and get 
quicker 


turnovers and better profits.

Archbishop Attempts To 


Settle War On Evolution 


London —M3)— The letter of the 


archbishop of Canterbury, reproving 
the bishop of Birmingham, who i» 
an adherent to the theory of evolu- 
tion and a foe of the 
doctrine of 


trans-substantiation, 
was 
regarded 


Monday as confirming the primate'.' 
reputation 
as 
a 
diplomatist and 


peacemaker. Views differed as to the 
effect the letter would produce upon 
the controversy. 


The archbishop, in writng the bish- 


op of Birmingham, the Eight Rev. 
Ernest William Barnes, in answer to 
the latter's open letter, chided him on 
the manner in which he had voiced 
his views. 


The denunciation of the doctrine of 


trans-substantiation 
was 
legitimate, 


the archbishop wrote, but he deplor- 
ed that Bishop Barnes had spoken "of 
the holy communion in. a way which 
—quite reasonably, I think,—gives of- 
fensive to great body of churchmen 
and churchwomen." The 
archbishop 


declared he thought this was uninten- 
tional. 


The general view of the latest let- 


ter is that it has poured oil on the 
troubled waters but it is questione-j 
whether it will allay the storm. 


Cardinal Bourne. Roman Catholic 


archbishop of West Jlinster, in his 
sermon Sunday, referred to the con- 
troversy among the members of the 
"Elizabethian. church." He 
declared 


the whole fabric of protestantism in 
England had been reared upon falso- 
hood concerning the Roman Catholic 
church/ He asserted that 
Bishop 


Barnes' reference to real 
presence 


was grossly offensive, and contended 
that he travestied the entire doctrine 
of trans-substantiation. 


The archbishop of Canterbury, 
in 


the latest letter in the controversy, 
declared in regard to Bishop Barnes' 
sermons: 


"I do not attach great weight to 


what I have heard described as 'the 
Gorilla sermons. I believe you over- 
rate the adherence of thoughtful peo- 
ple to the creation theories of fifty or 
one hundred years ago, and I scarcely 
think that among those who listen to 
you there are a great number holding 
the opinions you satirize."

National Defense Plea 


Milwaukee-—iff)—Reserve 
officers of 


the United States army heard officials 
of their national organization and offi- 
cers of the regular military establish- 
ment urge adequate national defense 
measures in the opening sessions of 
their sixth annual national conven- 
tion here Monday. 
Three 
major 


problems are involved 
in providing 


adequate defense said Major General 
William Lassiter, commanding gener- 
al of the Sixth ( corps area. The na- 
tion must provide a first line of de- 
fense in the naval, air and land forces 
of the regular establishment, said Gen- 
eral Lassiter. In addition to the regu- 
lar forces, there must be nuclei of re- 
serves by means of which 
a large 


emergency force can be raised and 
trained immediately at a time of na- 
tional crisis. Further, public opinion 
must he informed so that it will un- 
derstand and the workings of defense 
measures. 


The establishment of a woman's au- 


xiliary to the reserve officers associa- 
tion was suggested in the report of 
Brig- General Roy Hoffmann, Okla- 
homa City, president of the national 
association. 


Other officers who reported 
during

ton, secretary, and Col. E. A. Harri- 
man, treasurer, Washington.

Russia has 
done inexcusable things, aiid some of 
the same officials who blame England 
for recent terrorist activities probably 
were responsible for similar work a 
few years previous. 


It is probably true that the Cora

from the Soviet government, has sent 
some small financial hc'.p to English 
Communists. It is also true that the 
Russian governor, r-nt had

some sp.es with a hearing by the G 
P. U. only. Both these facts are to be 
regretted. Undoubtedly the minds of 
Russian officials have been so inflamed 
that much of what they attribute to 
the British is only the work of Rus- 
sian monarchists. 


HAS UNCLEAN HANDS 


Enough has been 
established to 


prove that England does not come into 
court with clean hands. The activity 
of the British spy, Paul Dukes, is well 
known. 
In 1918, in Archangel, the writer 


stayed up one entire night trying to 
persuade him not to enter Russia as a 
spy of the British government. Never- 
theless, he went in ready to organize 
revolts against -the Bolsheviks. 
La- 


ter, as is well known, he was knighted 
by the King of England for his ac- 
tivity in Russia as a spy. 


Spv organizations on the part of 


Great 
Britain 
provoke 
retliation. 


This is not *he road to peace and 
friendship between the nations. 


The hope of Russia lies in gettin, 


away from a war psychosis. America 
is t?ic one nation for which above all 
others Russia has a friendship. _3*°w 
is a unique opportunity for the United 
States to enter Russia, to settle our 
dWerencts, to promote friendly trade. 


Even large sectors in the British ra- 


tion tvoul \ be irlad if we did this. Sir 
Georgc'Paish of England told me that 
t the "United S'ates would start busi- 
ness relations with'Russio on a more 
active scale, she would not only be 
helping to brins: in international peace 
but woul« be rendering a service to 
the British people.

The attorneys for Albert B. Fall 
and 


Harry F. Sinclair, on trial at Washing- 
ton for conspiracy to defraud the United 
States in the 
leasing "of Teapot 
Dome 


Xaval Oil reserve in their opening state- 
ment told the jury that their clients were 
actuated entirely by patriotism in this 
•transaction. They did not tell the jury 
that the supreme court of the United 
States, in reviewing the complete record 
of the government's suit to cancel 
the 


lease, declared 
unanimously that 
ISIr. 


Fall was a "faithless public officer." and 
that the 
deal was shot through -and 


through ''with 
fraud and 
corruption." 


They did not tell the jury that the same 
court had made the same findings with 
reference to the oil reserve lease ne- 
gotiated between Fall and Edward L. 
Doheny. They did not tell the jury that 
Fall had been proved by the 
evidence 


which the supreme court reviewed in the 
Doheny case to have accepted a bribe of 
$100.000 delivered to him in a little black 
satchel. They did not tell the jury that 
the same court, in reviewing the evidence 
in the Sinclair lease, found that Fall had 
accepted what there is no possibility or 
construing in any other light than a bribe 
of more than S200.000 in Liberty bonds. 
Xor did they tell the jury it was on these 
precise findings that the highest court m 
the land branded Fall as a 
'"''faithless 


public officer."" and both leases as con- 
ceived and executed in "'fraud and cor- 
ruption."'" 


This language of the supreme court 01 


the United States can mean but one 
thing, to wit: The pi'mcipals in these 
deals, that is Fall. Doheny and Sinclair. 
were guilty of criminal conspiracy 
and 


bribery. In fact, this is in effect what the 
court actuall}- says. 
The facts are so 


clearly established and undisputed that 
this great tribunal of nine of the coun- 
try's most eminent jurists without reser- 
vation or qualification denounced the oil 
leases in the most scathing terms. There 


can. therefore, be no doubt that a criminal 
conspiracy existed and that a vital ele- 
ment of this conspiracy was bribery. The 
supreme court's decision is final. 


But the government cannot at the Fall- 


Sinclair trial introduce as evidence the de- 
cision and findings of the supreme court. 
There is no legal method by which the 
supreme court's opinion can be gotten 
before the jury. 
The prosecution can, 


however, introduce the evidence on which 
the court's conclusions rest, and it would 
seem that testimony which would con- 
vince a tribunal like the supreme court 
of the United States, where hard and fast 
rules and none too liberal interpretation 
apply, would also convince a jury of 
twelve normally minded men and women. 


It is against these facts and this rec- 


ord that the defense council has the ef- 
frontery- to picture their clients as patri- 
ots, with no other motive in this transac- 
tion "shot through with fraud, corrup- 
tion and faithlessness.1' than to serve 
their country. The simple layman jrasps 
at the complex of a legal rnind which can 
stoop to such monumental mr.ral dishon- 
esty in tlie face of the vivid";-.- nccusinc:

The automobile industry is going 
straight ahead, turning out cars at the 
rate of something like 4.000.000 a jjear in 
this country and Canada.

The consumption of gasoline todaj- in 


the United States has risen to about two 
and 3. third times what it was five years 


ago. 
Leaders in the oil industry say that 


there is nothing to indicate that this in- 
crease in demand will be checked. Con- 
sumption now is at the rate of about 
1.000.000 barrels a day. If exports to oth- 
er countries are considered, the drain on 
American supplies is well over a million 
barrels a day. 


While there,are scores of millions of 


barrels of crude oil in storage as a re- 
sult of the huge flush production of the 
Seminole field, one of the companies not 
considered as a leader has 7.000.000 in 
storage. When the flow from 
the rrad- 


continent field returns to normal, as it is 
bound in time to do, the growing demand 
for gasoline will speedily reduce these 
huge stores, in view of the fact that the 
natural supply of crude oil is not inex- 
haustible, every effort should be made to 
conserve it. and every means known to 
science should be employed to prevent 
waste.

Paris—Paris would be a city of dig- 


nified c/uiet were it not for the strange 
variety of auto horns employed on Its 
boulevards. Every great city has its 
identifying sound and that of Paris is 
the honking of ten million geese. 


Since Paris streets run cvery_ which 


way and jut out at every angle motor 
traffic is regulated, not by eye but by 
ear. One drives, one crosses streets, 
one leaves curbstones entirely by ear, 
as one sometimes learns music. The 
Paris auto horns do not1 toot, 
they 


actually "honk" anri, "quack." 
The 


subways are noiseless and there are 
no elevateds. There is no roar of the 
city traffic to greet the ears as in 
Manhattan. Only the quacking of au- 
tos in distress as they shoot by the 
windows.

They say that Paris taxis are the 


cheapest in the world. But- they forget 
to mention that at hours when one is 
most likely 
to want a 
taxi 
they 


beecome as 
expensive as 
any in 


New York and twice as hard to find. 
Most folk can do without a taxi until 
11 o'clock at night. And then it is the 
meter rate is doubled, while the av- 
erage driver will candidly tell you ho 
intends going home and has no inten- 
tion of changing his plan. 


The first lesson an American must 


learn upon arriving in Paris is this; 
he cannot change the habits of the 
Frenchman. And the habits, of 
the 


Frenchman are tuned to a leisurely 
pace. He regulates 
most 
carefully 


most of the hours of his day, and 
most of the days of the week. 
He 


will not be rushed and he will not be 
hurried. His noon hour^ begins at 12 
and his lunch hour ends at 2. 


At 12 he begins to shut up his shop 


or .his business. Even in the heart of 
the exclusive "shoppe" belt the blinds 
are drawn at noon and the doors are 
ocked until ready to reopen in 
the 


afternoon. All business suspends until 
after 
the 
noon— meal. The average 


American gasps with amazement or 
indignation, but there is noihing he 
can do about it. They tell me that the 
average French business man will 
:rust neither his cash drawer nor his 
business _with his help. When he goes 
o lunch or dinner the entire fofce 
must go and the business must close. 


The other day I went into the office 


of one of the biggest steamship lines...:

;ions. As the gong struck the noon 
.lour, down came the blinds and the' 
crowd of information seekers 
were 


politely exoted. I happened to be in 
conversation with one of the big of- 
ficials. He invited me to join him in 
a cocktail, or at lunch, but made it

business 


would be considered until after the 
noon recess. 


On Monday, which is the "big sale"1 


day of American cities, all Paris shuts 
up business so that the stores and of- 
Ice buildings can be cleaned. An army

thoroughfares one finds a 
repetition 


of Sunday. And since most 
places 


close down Saturday afternoon, it is

ual motion, Paris observes "Monday

Tho article then continues: 
"We know nothing about the detail- 


ed appearance of those poles, but they 
were sometimes surmounted by 
the 


crude effigy of the animal which was 
the "totem" or symbol, of the tribe. 


"Mr. Holland adopted the general 


idea of a totem pole as a symbal ol 
the tribal history. Instead of grotes- 
que images he designed a series 
of 


historic pansel, which read from the 
top downward and form an epic of 
Potawatomi 
Indian history. 
These 


panels represent outstanding- events 
or periods in the history of the triba 
as follows: 


"Alternating- with the six historic 


panels are six others showing illustra- 
tions of Potawatomi are designs 
as 


copied from their embroidered punches 
and ornaments. 


"The bear at the top of the pole 


represents the "totem" of the prin- 
cipal clan 
among the Poiawatomis. 


They believed that all mankind orign- 
ally descended from animals. 
Some 


men are keen a'nd quick which means 
that they are descended 
from 
the 


eagle. 
Others 
a:-e 
slow but sure, 


which is their inheritance from their 
ancestor, the turtle. Some men are 
cunning and ferocious because 
the 


wolf was their father, 
while others 


are strong, indomitable and altogether 
estimable because they are children 
of the bear. 


"Plan's called for having all these- 


figures, landscapes, objects, and, orna- 
ments carved out 
of the wood 
in 


three-eighths inch relief. This require- 
ment at first presented no difficulty aa 
there was a capable 
wood-carver 
in. 


the northern part of the county—Mr, 
Erickson—who undertook the job. Mr. 
Erickson was stricken with an. incur- 
able disease at the beginning

"Help was received from an unex- 


pected quarter. C. M. Lesaar, a prom- 
inent artist of Chicago, who spends 
his summers in the State Park, heard 
of the predicament and volunteered to 
carve the pole. "Without any compen- 
sation, Mr. Lesaar gave 
about 
a 


month's work to this carving- and un- 
der his deii. and artistic hands the bigr 
pine log was soon changed 
into

beautiful work of art. Mr. Lesaar also 
suggested and executed 'the decora- 
tions in the 12 narrow bands which 
serve as frames for the larger pan- 
els.

"The next step was to paint the 


pole in the' peculiar

years to the study of Indian art. Un- 
der her supervision, and with the sug- 
gestions of Mr, L»saar, the pole re- 
ceived its final touch, in harmonious 
coloring.

pno death from diptheria was 
re- 


ported Saturday to Dr. F. P. IDohcar- 
ty, city heallli officer. Howard George 
F. Reier, 8-year-old son of Mr. und 
L'rs. Herman Reier, 918 N. Elsic-st, 
led Saturday afternoon. 
Tho Reier youth's illness was diag- 


nosed as diphtheria on Oct. 15, one 
week prior to 
his death. 
The boy 


stayed home from school several days 
before he was sent to bed and com- 
plained of feeling sick. 
Due to the 


fact that he was kept home before the 
case became contagious, none of the 
other children in the Fifth ward school 
were exposed. 


At the present time there are four 


cases of diptheria in the city and two 
of these will be released from quar- 
antine this week. One is that of an 
11-year-old girl. Throat cultures were 
taken of her classmates in St. Mary 
school and no contagion was found, 
although one child had a sore throat 
and was taken from school until he 
recovered. 


The other three cases are of adults 


and are not serious, according to The- 
odore Sanders, deputy health officer. 


The health of the city as a whole is 


very good, according to Dr. Dohearty. 
There have been some cases of intes- 
tinal infleunza or sore throat, he said, 
but none of them were serious. 


Doctors inust notify the city health 


officer of any contagious disease with- 
in 24 hours after it has been diagnos- 
ed. Generally, when the case is seri- 
ous, the health officer is notified 
by 


telephone so that he can post 
the 


quarantine signs immediately.
